When I recently sent my 
estimates to the Department for the fiscal year 1933-34 (al 
for the past three years) I inoluded an item of $4000.00 for 
such a building and this school is at present mich more needed 
than ever before, 
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When recently compiling a list of those living on the 
Oneida peserve,it was found counting all persons that there are 
1067 inhabitants and over 130 children of school age,besides 
more than 80 pupils that are at present in Mount Elgin School 
and there are only two day schools with seats for 73 pupils to 
take care of this number of pupils,with the result that a large 
number of children are on the Reserve + are or have not been 
going to any school.

In company with Agent Moore, I visited the Oneida 
No. 2 and Oneida No. 3 Day Schools on the afternoon of May 
19th, last. I found a good attendance at each school and 
there is no accommodation at either school for more pupils. 


Another day school should be erected on this 
reserve as soon as funds will permit. There are 1,087 
inhabitants on the Oneida Reserve and, approximately, 150 
children who should be attending a day school. The two 
schools at present in operation only provide seating accom- 
modation for about 73 pupils and, in addition, a large number 
of hy children live at a considerable distance from these 
schools.

As has been reported to the Department many times 
the school situation on the Oneida Reserve of this agency has 
hever been to the advantage of these people, for while we have 
@ population of about 800 of the Caradoc side, we have four 
schools there, whereas on the Oneida side with a population 
of nearly 1000 we only have two schools and the result is 
that we have more pupils than can be accomodated and have had 
to place nearly 80 Oneida children in residential schools, many 
of whom could have remained at home if day schools were 
available. The Oneida reserve really should have two more 
day schools and in this way the children of that reserve could 
be brought on a par with the children of the Muncey and Chippewa 
Bands, who are progressing more rapidly than their neighbors. 


By the erection of two new schools on the Oneida 
reserve it would allow a teacher in the vicinity of 30 pupils 
each and due to the Oneidas retaining their Indian habits so 
much this number is all that a teacher could give attention to 
for many pupils start school without knowing a word of English 
and the teachers have a hard and trying time with beginners, 
There are children on the Oneida reserve that have never been 
in a school due to lack of accomodation and also neglect on the 
part of the parents. If more schools were available drastic 
action would be taken by this office to force all children to 
attend and the truancy act enforced, which is not possible at 
the present time. School conditions on the Muncey and Chippewa 
reserves are in a very good state at present. 
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If new schools are being contemplated at this 
agency I would suggest that consideration be given to having a 
teachers residence attached to the school, so that school 
garden supervision could be given, also close attention to 
government property.

In acknowledging receipt of your letter 7-5-5 of 
December 20th,concerning the report made by Inspector Smith 
on his recent visit to the new Oneida No, 1. Indian Day 
School,I would advise that on Nov,14th Mr, Smith mentioned 
the drains and pump,when he made a quick visit to this office 
and on November 16th I visited the school and with a lead 
pencil opened the drains and allowed the water to go away. 
These drains are the ordinary floor type and sediment had 
gathered around the moles in the drain plate. To eliminate 
this in future two slop pails were supplied so that no refuse 
need be pored down these drains. 


The pump at the school like all others in the close 
locality of the school and on account of the very mild and 
dry Fall,did go dry at times and this well being new and 
built in a dry season has not reached its full capacity and 
ten pails will dry it at times and it is hoped that during 
the wet season it will fill up and give a suffecient supply 
for all needs, It was also learned that when the local Indian 
wells went dry that they early in the morning and before the 
teacher and caretaker were on the job,did go to the school 
well for their daily water supply and when the teacher would 
wish water for the school and residence,the Indians had 
drained it. This well should provide plenty of water after 
it has been given a chance to establish a reserve supply 
during the wet season,

This will acknowledge receipt of your 
letter dated December 11th in reference to Public School 
Inspector Smith's report on Oneida Indian Day Schools. 

I regret that these adverse reports are necessary and 
feel that much correspondence could be saved if the 
inspector concerned would, once in a while, contact our 
local Office and discuss problems to our mutual benefit. 
I am, however, sure that you will appreciate the 
difficulties that I am, with many others, experiencing 
in securing labour for the many jobs that need attention. 


In regard to the fence posts at No. 2 
I have to advise that every year, and throughout the 
year, there is a certain amount of repairing of fences 
due to the fact thet posts rot off and let the wire 
down, It is regretted that Mr. Smith should have called 
at the school before we had & Chance to repair them, It 
is most difficult, in these strained days, to get any of 
our work done and we usually have to wait the other 
fellow's convenience. I have been waiting four months 
for electrical repairs to Agency buildings and each time 
I contact the electrician I am told " in due time ". 


As to the toilets at No. 1 both the 
teacher and I have become very much concerned about the 
wanton destruction of not only school property but 
personal property. Some person or persons deliberately 
slashed the tires of the teacher's automobile and 
generally pla havoc with the inside. All efforts so 
far to learn guilty parties have failed. 
The pupils deny h destructiveness 
and I believe they are tel It is thought 
to be the work of a gang 0 
no sooner get things repa 
again. Whoever is responsible for this wantoness is 
operating not only within the confines of the Reserves 
but also in the villege of Muncey. Our Departmental 
Nurse's private car has been stolen and damaged twice; 
stores and houses have been broken into and articles 
stolen, Three weeks ago 32 chickens were stolen from 
the Mt. Elgin Residential School. Two weeks ago Mr. 
Lockwood's store was broken into and $ 25.00 in cash 
stolen, One week ago three garages were broken into 
and windows smashed in cars; and twelve pairs of shoes 
stolen from Mr. Lockwood's car. These shoes were 
recovered, scattered throughout the Reserve. Even the 
Chippewa Council Hall received attention, windows were 
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broken and electric fixtures literally torn from the 
walls. Several Indian homes have been entered and 
goods and supplies taken. It is not only discour ing 
but ph delgbcen when everything possible is being done 
for’ their comfort, to have them do such things. The 
doors of the closets have been put back on three times, 
the last time with bolts instead of screws. 


The R,C.M.P. and Provincial Police 
have been working on these reported cases and it is 
thought that the same persons are responsible both on 
and off the Reserves. All this may have no bearing on 
this particular school but we think it has. In any case 
it will serve to give you some idea of the character 
and minds of some of these people and when I say that 
the Caradoc Agency is the toughest assignment I have 
ever had, it is no exaggeration, However, you can be 
assured that during my term of administration everything 
possible is being, and will be, done to keep all 
buildings in a good state of repair with special emphasis 
placed on cleanliness. 


: In conclusion may I ask, "Have I, at 
all times, the authority to go ahead and make all minor 
repairs without first stbmitting the requirements to 
Ottawa for consideration and approval?"

and since the arrest and conviction of the three young Indians 
mentioned in this report, there seeme to have been some 
abatement in the amount of lawlessness which have been per- 
petrated on the Oneida Reserve. 





2. It might be mentioned that in Agent Down's 
report to his Department concerning the theft of shoes from 
Mr. J, Lockwood's car, and which he stated were sca\ tered 
throughout the Reserve, the shoes were actually located within 
50 yards of the automobile from which they had been etolen, 

It would appear that young Burch has been responsible for 
Quite a lot of the incidents reported on by Mr. Down, and it 
is felt that Cat. Needham is carrying out his duties with 

due diligence, ably assisted by the Ontario Provincial Police 
on any matters affecting Indians outside the Reserve. 
Naturally enough, if any complaints received by Agent Down 

or any of the Departmental staff on the Reserve, are not 
referred to Cast. Needham, he probably hae no means of knowing 
about them which precludes his following the cases up at 

the earliest possible moment. In the circumstances, therefore, 
it 1s not considered that matters are in any way getting out 
of hand at Muncey in relation to the number of complaints 
reported, and 1t 1# considered that Cst, Needham has the 
general situation pretty well under control, CONCLUDED.

I have your letter of November 5th, with 
Tegard to repairs at the Oneida No. 1 School, and note 
the Inspector's remarks. I am reminded of another 
Inspector who, a few years ago, after a urinal had been 
installed and operating sucessfully for several years 
and was still not giving trouble, reported to Ottawa 
that the hole was not large enough. I took two men 
out to look over the situation and do whatever was 
necessary and we were ell three definitely of the 
opinion that it was a matter of "opinion"? It would 
appear that some Inspectors are more concerned with 
door knobs than they are with the education of children 
and that they have not yet awakened to the realization 
of material and labour short supply. However, being 
what I am, @ civil servant which is almost a criminal 
offence in this Caradoc Agency, and the continual 
petty complaints, many of which by-pass this Office, I 
sometimes feel like "blowing the lid". 


I am wondering if the immensity and 
responsibility of the work at the Caradoc Agency is 
realized and appreciated, especially as I am without a 
Farm Instructor and one clerk? However, we know of the 
defects mentioned and I can assure you, as is always 
the case, everything is being done to keep all buildings 
in repair; but under present short supply conditions, 
for which I am not responsible, it is annoying to have 
responsible men report such things to Ottawa. The 
pump he mentions was away being repaired, If the 
Inspector would discuss such minor trivial repairs with 
local officials, much annoyance, correspondence and 
respect for his views would be saved.

This is a comparatively new frame school (Teacher's 
Residence attached), with full basement and hot air furnace, 
built in 1938, 


Since completion there has been nothing done in the 
way of interior or exterior re-decorating. You may therefore 
expect that it begine to look shabby; in other words it is 
past due for complete re-decorating, 


I also examined the floor closely which appears to be 
softwood, and is wearing badly. The only thing to save it 
would be a covering of battleship lineoleum or some other such 
material. The area, by measurement, including the two 
annexes, is approximately 850 square feet. These, of course, 
be major jobs and will have to be considered in the very near 

uture, 


The minor repaire, which I am endeavouring to have 
completed before school reopens, are as follows- 


Necessary replacement of window glass 
Rehanging of door in basement 

Repair of outside approach handrails 
Repair of outside steps

I wish to refer to the last paragraph of your letter 
of August 5th. Does this mean that estimates must be 
received and forwarded for consideration? If so, I regret 
that I cannot proceed under the regulations. As I pointed 
out in my correspondence it is difficult to get any person 
or firm interested emough to drive in to Muncey to give 
estimates, In fact I am invariably met with a flat 
refusal and the statement "we do not have to drive 25 miles 
these days to give estimates and we do not have to drive 
25 miles to do our work" — rather a nasty statement but 
conditions to-day are such that tradesmen are not looking 
for jobs, 


I can only suggest that I be given authority to 
purchase materials, if possible, when and where available 
and hire help, if possible, to do the work where and when 
available; otherwise all such jobs which may be termed major 
must be abandoned until Departmental regulations can be 
complied with. Even with such authority I cannot promise 
the work will be done. The pressure on the labour situation 
is terrific. The same conditions would apply to Oneida

On my annuity trip I went into this matter 
fully with these Bands and they are very anxious that 
something should be done along the lines suggested 
that their children might be educated and I wish to 
recommend that the D artment vive these requests 
serious consideration. 


These bands have become fairly well established 
and the move towards a school would encourage them to 
remain on the reserves instead of scattering all over 
the North country as they have been in the habit of 
doing the past number of years and getting broken up 
in several small little groups with a self-appointed 
leader, and which is very bad practice both morally and 
otherwise for the different bands, and were a small 
school erected for them and a suitable teacher to teach 
the children it would be an incentive for them to remain 
on the reserve and allow the men to go out and trap and 
hunt, which is the only manner of making a living these 
Indians in thie Agency seem to know.

I can understand the Board of Trade wanting to 
do something so that these thirty or forty children can 
secure an education, but a building such as they would 
be able to build would hardly meet the siteuation unless 
men who thouroughly understood the work were brought in 
to do the work, and one look at the cabbins that they 
have errected on the Reserve for their own homes where 
there is plenty of good timber would convince beat person 
that these men would only make a mess of the building 
and while I am wishing to see a building erected for 
these people I believe a building of plain structure 
should be errected so that it might suit the siteuation

We had thought at first that a erude-oil 
engine would be more advantageous but the freighting of oil 
would entail too much expense. A steam engine is suggested 
by reason of greater economy and also of greater utility as 
it could be used later for laundry, heating and other purposes. 
A boiler of 40 H.2. was needed but the freighting CSompany(Re- 
Villon ?réres Trading Jo.)has refused to accept such a heavy 
weight and we have been obliged to consider the purchase of 
two 20 H.2. Most of the tenders quote on the machines of “Le 
Compagnie ienufecturitre P.X%.Bertrand"of St Hyecinthe which 
are of very high standerd, Those machines are very well known 
to Rev.Fr Jodoin 0..I., who has been active in asking for 
tenders to cover exactly what is needed at the school. 

I take the liberty of steting that Hev."r 
Jodoin strongly recommends Fairvanks-Norse's tender above all 
others. Kindly note thet this firm allows 8% discount whilst 
the others allow only 7%. 

‘As the material must ve shipped without 
delay I would kindly request you to give your imuediate atten- 
tion to tais matter and advise me of any decision reached by

Dear Mr Scott:= 


For the last few months I have received 
from His Lordship Bishop Hallé, Rev. Father Villeneuve 
Provincial of the Oblate Missionaries, and Rev.Father éar- 
riére O.M.I.,Principal of Albany Mission Indian Residen- 
tial School, what I consider distressing appeals on ac- 
count of the financial condition of the School and Hospi-~ 
tal of Albany Mission, in James Bay. 


Following an interview with you in this 
matter and acting upon your advice, I teke the liberty of 
presenting the case before you, for your personel informa- 
tion and in view of obtaining a substantial help if such 
is available. 


In the course of last month I examined 
the books of the Provincial Administration of the Oblate 
Fathers, acting as agents for His Lordship Bishop Hallé 


and noticed that in 1922 they show a deficit of #2436.50, 
in 1923 another one of $3087.25 and from January lst 1924, 
to October lst, 1924, an amount of $2454.32, mak a to- 
tal of $7977.87, from January 1st,1922 to October st,1924. 
These deficits exist in spite of the Govern#ment grants 
and even though His Lordship and the Oblate Missionaries 
have literally begged from different quarters and gave to 
the institution $5591.80(viz:91934.00 in 1922, $1650.80 in 
1923, $1807.00 to October 1924). Of course those last amounts 
ao not include salaries of the Rev.Fathers and Brothers, as 
they did not receive any. I may even say that the Rev. Fa- 
thers and Brothers have gone so far as to work as laborers 
for the Trading Companies, cutting hay for their cattle. 
The salaries thus earned were simply deducted from the ex- 
penses necessitated by the transportation of merchandises 
for the School.

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Finally, His lordshi Bishop Hallé, 
considering the immense dif“iculties under which the mem 
pers of the staff were leboring and the dangers to which 
they were exposed during’ their fishing expeditions, decided 
in spite of his poverty, to buy & boat with gasoline engine 
To his dismay, he was finally obliged to pay the sum of 
$4-400.00 to cover the expenses of purchase and freighting 
of the boate 
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Those are a few of the items explaining 
the reasons of the heavy deficit which is purdening the 
School of Albany Mission and discouraging the Right Reve- 
rend Bishop and his auxiliaries. Justyesterday, I was re- 
ceiving a letter from Rev Father Carriére O.M.1.,Principal 
of the School, making known his anxiety. He simply said 
that bankrupteoy is stering at him in the face if the Go- 
vernment does not come to the rescues 


In view of such @ situation, I there- 
fore ask, in the name of His Lordship Bishop Hallé, of 
the Provincial Administration of the Oblate Missionaries 
and the devoted Fathers, Brothers and Sisters in charge 
at Albany Mission, that certain accounts above referred to 
be ‘paid by the Department, in order to allay the financial 
situation and encourage the staff to continue the carrying 
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»on of their present philanthropic and educational work. 


I therefore beg to suggest the payment 
of the following accounts: 


lo-Enclosed vouchers for extra transportation of 
merchandise in 1923, 712791495687 and $432+45. 
2Zo-Accounts for salaries as per statements and re- 
ceipts on file for the sum of $2722.00. I beg to say that 
payment of those salaries had been authorized by the Su- 
perintendent Generel approving & Memorandum signed by you 
and asking authority for the payment of $2923.92 for such 
salaries and other items. I would add that I understand 
that the cleared land is being used for cultivating pur- 
poses for the benefit of the school and hospital.

You will note 
that no financial help is requested for the payment of the 
boat( $4.400.00)nor for the heavy expenses incurred in the 
making of substantial repairs to the present school buil- 
ding(over 91+700,00)which shows the earnestness of our ef- 
forts to cooperate not only morally with the Department, 
but also financially. 


Now, Dear Mr Scott, I leave this whole 
matter in your hands. You are aware of the extreme aiffi- 
culties encountered in our Missions of Hudson Bay. Our aim 
at the Albany Mission School is to civilize the Indians 
and I can say that our influence is far reaching and there- 
fore is a great factor in the success of the work carried 


on by your Departement. 


Hoping that you will give my request

We duly received yours of the 30th ult., 
file Noe 44-2-5 in connection with freight charges on 
sawmill equipment taken down for your ccount and 


delivered to the Re C. Mission at Albany. We have 

gone very thoroughly into this matter and now find that 
our invoice No. 1125 which read, "Preight on two sawmill 
outfits, one each for Albany and Attawapiskat R.C. 
Missions" was in error and that the whole of that out- 
fit, with the exception of two or three hundred pounds 
of machinery, constituted the machinery and other nec- 
essary equipment for one sawmill delivered at Albany. 
There were two boilers with this sawmill outfit, one 
engine and all necessary pricks, etc. for lining the 
boiler house, etc. The enquiries we have made show that 
the gross weight of this outfit was between 4200 and 
48,000 lbs. and the loading of our sco ndicate that 
it was doser to the latter weight than to the former. 
However, we have revised our charge to read, "Freight on 
42,000 lbs." and enclose herewith our invoice #1162 for

It is impossible for us to ship these 
engines at the present time. In the first place, 
we are obliged to use the big engine for laundry 
work as there is no provision made for motors to 
handle the laundrg- Secondly, it is evident that 
the Spencer plant is in a very poor state of repair 
and at the present time they are unable to generate 
enough electricity to handle both this School and the 
town of Lytton. This fact was discovered only after 
the line was installed; hence at the moment we are 
obliged to use our engines to give us light, as 
heretofore, and until the necessary repairs are made 
to this generating plant, we shall be obliged to hold 
our engines in case emergency arises- 
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Just ae soon as we are able to relieve 
ourselves of the engines, I will inform the Department 
to this effect, but, at the present time, we cannot do 


ea them. 
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I trust you will find this explanation 

satisfactory. - You might from your end bring pressure 
to bear upon the Spencer Company in hurrying them with 
their repairs, and also to obtain from them a guarantee 


of regular service.

I have been in touch with Colonel Spencer 
and he feels that within a month's time they will be able 
to supply the School regularly and without fail so that we 
shall be able to ship the engines to Winnipeg at that time. 


I had not contemplated having to ship the 
engines as I felt I could not spend the money to change the 
motors, as it will be necessary, with electrical power, to 
have a motor installed on each of the machines in the 
laundry- The School cannot, at this time, meet that 
expenditure, and I wish you could see what provision could 
be made in regard to financing this change. 
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I have written to the laundry people in 
Vancouver and have held off answering your correspondence 
hoping that I should have some definite price on this 
change to forward to you. But to date I have not received 
same and I felt you would be waiting for some information 
on the matter. 
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Colonel Spencer is also taking up the 
matter of the possible change of the motors with the 
Company direct in Vancouver, and the delay, no doubt, is 
due to the fact that they are obliged to get their 
information direct from the factory in the Bast.

cancelled. Reiying on this sum, which I was certain to 
receive because I never notified it had veen cut off, I 
purchased ali the material to continue the work and render the 
schooi habitabie. The expenditure will amount to about 
$12,000.00 this year and more than that for last year. 


I had to borrow that sum and I could not reimburse 
it on account of tne present depression. You will concieve for 
yourself that the relier coming from charitabie sources are 
aimost totaiiy exhausted. 


Nevertheless, we must continue the work started, bd 
cause ir it was discontinued, a number ot materials would be 
lost.’ But we cannot go any tartner without help, because the 
grant given to the school aliows us barely a living with the 
strictest economy.

The Oblate Order agreed to erect a new school 
building duri the years 1930 and 1931, at a cost of 
aupveniontely 240, 000, provided the Department would grant 
$20,000 towards the undertaking. 


An amount of $5,000 was included in the Main 
Estimates for Indian Education for the fiscal year 1930-31 
and a further amount of $10,000 was included in the 
Estimates for 1931-32. It was also intended to place 
$5,000 in the Estimates for 1932-33, but this amount was 
not provided. The total amount we have paid towards the 
cost of the building is, therefore, $15,000. This was 
paid as follows: 


$5,000 under authority of P.C. 86, dated January 15, 1931, 
10} 000 Ls by ss 2502, L., October 13, 1931. 


Besides, we supplied the school with an electric lighting 
plant, which was transferred as being surplus to require- 
ments at the St. George's Indian Residential School, 
Lytton, B. C. The cost of freighting and repairing this 
plant was $1,397.66. 


The building was erected on plans and specif- 
ications prepared by the Department Architect. The building 
is of frame construction, on a concrete foundation, and 
heated by a central unit. There is modern plumbing, sewage 
disposal, and electric light. In view of the remote 
location of Albany, it was considered advisable to have the 
building constructed on a day labour basis, under the super- 
vision of the church authorities, who were in a position 
to secure economical labour and arrange the freighting of 
materials at a minimum cost. It was found that the cost 
of the building exceeded the original estimate, and the 
ehurch authorities have expended approximately $60,000. I 
am not aware of the definite cost in the erection of the 


- building. 
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building. This information does not appear on our files. 
There is accommodation for 100 children. 


During the past two years, Father Saindon 
has made repeated requests for a further grant to the 
amount of $10,000 towards the cost of construction. 
There is no doubt that the Department promised the church 
authorities that this further amount would be provided. 
This amount was included in the first draft of our 
Estimates for Indian Education during the past two fiscal 
years but was not allowed.
